Considering  tlie  apparent  higli  speed  of  the  object  and  the  slow  speed 
of  the  camera,  one  vould  expect  the  object  to  be  blurred  in  the 
photograph,  unless  the  range  was  great.  There  is  little  indication 
in  the  photograph  of  image  motion.  Tliere  is  no  indication  of  c;uaera 
motion. 

irrVTSTIGATrVE  ACTION:  (During  period  20  Aug  - 10  Sep  65) 


led  eight  cut  negatives  which  had  apparentl^^  been  cut 
with  scissors.  The  edges  were  quite  rough.  Microscopic  examination 
showed  that  the  eight  frames  matched,  that  they  were  part  of  the  saioe 
roll,  and  that  the  UFO  picture  was  the  last  frame.

One  logical  e;<pianation  was  developed  to  explain  iiov  the  photograph 
could  have  been  made:  Assuming  that  the  negative  was  lilng  open  in 

a darh  room  awaiting  dei'elopment,  a droj?  of  d eve  lope  / could  have 
splashed  onto  it;  after  a minute  or  so  the  dixjp  could  .lave  been  wiped 
off  \ri.th  the  edge  of  the  hand;  subsequently  the  negative  could  have 
been  developed.  Tliis  sequence  would  have  produced  a slightly  darlcer 
tail  and  a mucr:  darker  L*FC,  or  blob,  on  the  negative  due  t:o  over 
development.

however^  I4r  4|BiBappeared  to  be  a ratlier  normal,  sincere  and  honest 
Individual  - quite  unlike  many  of  the  *'kooks"  who  frequent  the  Los 
Angeles  area. 


Attempts  were  made  to  gain  access  to  the  photo  lab  and  personnel 
concerned  at  Technicolor  Corporation  where  the  film  was  allegedl^^ 
developed.  Ho^reve^,  the  attempts  were  unsuccessful.  One  comment  of 
possible  significance  was  obtained  from  an  executive  in  the  corpora- 
tion. He  stated  that  their  in-house  facilities  for  processing 
personal  photography  was  for  color  film  onljs  that  processing  of 
black  and  white  film  was  not  permitted,  but  that  a bootleg  Job  ccijld 
liave  been  done.  Ilr  ^H||||||pBtated  that  the  processl^ig  of  personal 
film  was  pernit*ced  a^^c^icolor  and  that  he  paid  the  normal 
(conpanj’)  price  to  liave  tliis  film  processed.

On  20  March  lrc3  he  vas  driving  alone  on  U.3.  Ilighwa;  91  about  20 
lailes  out  of  L..3  Vegas  (near  tl'je  general  area  of  Sloan,  licvada)  en

Mr  after  first  seeing  the  UFO,  took  a camera  wliich  he  had  ir* 

the  car,  got  out  of  the  car,  placed  the  carsera  on  the  hood  and  aimed 
in  tne  general  direction  of  the  UFO  just  before  it  disappeared  and 
snapped  the  picture  without  using  the  viewfinder  *'iii  the  hopes  thau 
he  night  get  a i-icture  of  it  before  it  dis appeared. The  weather  z/as 
clear  - no  clouds  or  haze. 


Wl-ien  the  object  was  first  sighted  it  was  at  an  angle  of  about  30°  - 
above  the  horizon,  distance  or  altitude  unloaoifli.  Wlien  the  object 
passed  in  front  of  the  car  it  was  at  an  angle  of  about  20®  above  the 
horizon,  again  distance  and  altitude  unknown.  ^Vhen  it  was  last  seen, 
passirig  over  a Knoll,  which  can  be  seen  in  the  photograph,  it  was  at 
an  angle  of  less  than  20®  above  the  horizon. 


There  vas  no  sound,  no  heat,  no  changes  of  color  or  other  phenonena 
noted.  The  object  appeared  to  be  of  pure,  hasy  vhite,  definitely 
solid -looking,  and  did  not  appear  to  have  an  unde ns e appearance  that 
one  Slight  associate  with  a cloud.  Total  lengtn  oi'’  observation  was 
about  20  seconds.  camera,  with  which  the  picture  was 

taken,  is  an  old  Kodak  Brownie  box  camera  which  Mrfl||||||||||  had  had 
for  over  35  years;  it  had  no  adjustments,  an  estimated  aperture  of 
f.ll  and  a fixed  speed  of  about  l/pOth  of  a second.  It  uses  size 
116,  8 exposure  film.  Film  used  to  take  the  picture  was  panchro- 
matic black  and  white. 


The  Technicolor  conq^y  also  has  facilities  for  the  processing  of 
amateur  photography  and  offers  special  rates  to  its  employes. 

Because  of  this,  Mzfl|||B||khad  his  film  developed  and  prints  made 
by  the  company.  He  in  one  contact  pirlnt  wlrLch  apparentl;>'' 

shows  a picture  of  the  UFO  shortly  before  it  disappeared  over  the 
I'Oioll.  There  was  an  indication  that  the  print  has  been  "dodged". 

The  U7C  itself  has  no  characteristics  otlier  than  being  a white  blob.

Mr  flilBFftaid  tne  viewfinder  on  his  camera  'vras  exceptionally'  dirty 
•and  worn  to  the  point  where  it  was  of  little  value  for  sighting  in 
a pictui^  smd  that  because  of  this  and  the  short  time  in  which  he  had 
to  react,  thax  ne  shot  the  picture  "from  the  hip"  on  the  hood  of  liis 
car  rather  than  hand  holding  and  sighting  the  camera.
